Document 1: JP, 7-251352, A (Brother Industries, Ltd.), 3 October, 1995 (03.10.95) 
Claims 1-5 

In paragraph [0003] of document 1 cited in the ISR, a control device for putting a tool in a turning 
indexing motion to make a half or less rotation is disclosed. 

Nevertheless, selecting whether a rotary tool is aligned to the same phase or not each time the tool is 
disposed at an indexing position and controlling so that the cumulative sum of the turning indexing motion can 
be a half or less rotation in one direction of rotation in the case of aligning and in any direction of rotation in the 
case of not aligning is not disclosed in document 1 or any other document cited in ISR and so the feature does 
not appear to be obvious to a person skilled in the art, either. 
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
